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In his report to the Board of Directors, 
the outgoing president, Dr. Robert I. 
Humphrey, made several recommenda- 
tions, not the least intriguing of which 
was the one relative to the purchase of a 
building to house the Central Office of 
the Chicago Dental Society. He men- 
tioned that the financial position of the 
Society is the strongest in its history so 
that now, if ever, would seem to be an 
opportune time to make the move. 

Since the absorption of the Dental 
Hygiene Institute by the Chicago Dental 
Society and the advent of its counterpart, 
the Committee on Dental Health Educa- 
tion, complete with program director and 
secretarial force, the quarters of the Cen- 
tral Office are crowded beyond belief. 
The Board of Directors room had to be 
given over to this project and, as now set 
up, the Central Office cannot accommo- 
date any but the smallest committee 
meetings. Even the Ethics Committee 
finds it necessary to seek other space for 
its meetings which, during ten months of 
the year, are held monthly. 


NO SPACE AVAILABLE 


During normal times the cramped 
quarters of the Central Office can be 
stretched to accommodate the staff, but 
when the Midwinter Meetings activities 
start in October of each year, elbow room 
Isat a premiutn. Then to add to the con- 
fusion the reception hall, a 3 x 6 cubby 
hole, opens right into the main office so 
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Dr. Humphrey Instigates Movement 


that when visitors drop in they tend to 
disrupt the entire office force. 

The question may arise in the reader’s 
mind that, if the present quarters are 
inadequate, why not rent larger ones. 
The answer to that one is that just a 
short time ago a Committee from the 
Board of Directors investigated the pos- 
sibility of acquiring space in the down- 
town area and no suitable space was 
available. As everyone knows, the situa- 
tion has worsened since the end of the 
war and rentals have increased by leaps 
and bounds. All of which makes the idea 
of a headquarters building an attractive 
proposition. 

Other medical and dental organiza- 
tions have seen the light and moved into 
their own homes in recent years. The 
American College of Surgeons and the 
American Dental Association, to men- 
tion two familiar ones, own their own 
buildings. These buildings grace Chica- 
go’s near north-side and certainly add 
dignity to their surroundings as well as 
to the professions they represent. Besides, 
they are paying their own way. There 
must be other buildings in the same area 
that could be remodeled to make a suit- 
able home for the Chicago Dental Soci- 
ety. As the second largest dental society 
in the world, it is eminently fitting that 
we should have a home of our own.—

CHICAGO COLLEGE OF 
DENTAL SURGERY 


Dental and medical education will be 
stressed in the first phase of a $24,000,- 
ooo Fulfillment Fund program planned 
by Loyola University, His Eminence 
Samuel Cardinal Stritch, archbishop of 
Chicago, told a dinner gathering of 
friends of the institution at the Union 
League Club on Tuesday night, June 3. 

This phase of the program, he ex- 
plained, is designed to provide for the 
construction and endowment of a mod- 
ern building to house the University’s 
medical and dental schools. To this end, 
$12,000,000 will be sought through an 
appeal to alumni, friends, and to the 
public in the Chicago area. Plans now 
being perfected call for location of the 
building in the new Medical Center Dis- 
trict on the near West Side. 

Preliminary estimates place’ the cost 
of the structure at about $3,000,000. 
The remainder of the fund will consti- 
tute endowment, with the income used 
to maintain the building and to sup- 
port the educational and research activi- 
ties conducted there, he declared. 

Emphasizing the importance of educa- 
tion in the two professional fields, the 
Cardinal recalled that there are seventy 
medical schools and forty dental schools 
in this country. Last year the former 
graduated a record-breaking 5,800, while 
the latter conferred degrees on 2,666. Of 
the medical schools, he pointed out, forty- 
three, or approximately sixty per cent, 
must depend upon private funds and 
student fees for support, while in the 
dental field twenty-seven, or sixty-nine 
per cent, are in the same position. 

The Very Reverend James T. Hus- 
sey, S. J., President of the University, 
who also spoke, made special mention 
of the decision to unite the physical fa- 
cilities of the dental and medical schools 
at the new location. 
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“Both schools,” said President Hussey, 
“need the most efficient housing and 
equipment that it is possible to provide 
and it has become evident that the most 
economical way in which to meet their 
requirements is to accommodate their 
activities on a single site and in a single 
building. 

“There is, however, another and 
equally important factor responsible for 
our decision,” he went on. “There is a 
growing realization of the fact that 
medicine and dentistry are allies in the 
attack upon our public health problem. 
The close association of the two groups, 
during the educational period, will tend 
to increase a mutual appreciation of 
each other.”,—Warren Willman.

ST. PAUL’S EVANGELICAL 
LUTHERAN SCHOOL 
WINS AWARD 


On Thursday evening, June 5, Presi- 
dent Harry A. Hartley presented a cer- 
tificate of distinguished effort to the St. 
Paul’s Evangelical Lutheran School of 
Melrose Park in behalf of the Illinois 
State Department of Health. The school . 
has set an unusual record because for 
nineteen consecutive years it has grad- 
uated its eighth grade students with 
mouths and teeth in perfect condition. 

The record making began in 1929, 
under the direction of the school princi- 
pal and the school nurse, when a deter- 
mined effort to achieve 100 per cent 
dental health among the students was 
started. The school now maintains a pro- 
gram of periodic dental examinations 
under the direction of Dr. Paul Topel, 
an alumnus of the school, who conducts - 
the examinations. All cases for dental 
treatment are referred to the family den- 
tist. 

Dr. John E. Chrietzberg, Chief, Divi- 
sion of Dentistry, Illinois State Depart- 
ment of Health, is authority for the state- 
ment that a recent survey conducted by 
the Chicago Dental Society among ele- 
mentary school children showed that 90 
per cent of the children examined were 
found to have defective teeth. These fig- 
ures make the St. Paul’s School’s record 
stand out in bold relief, as 1,064 students 
have graduated in those nineteen years. 
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HAWAIIAN HEALTH BILLS 
DEFEATED 


As a result of considerable pressure on 
the part of the professions, as well as 
many business, religious and educational 
organizations, the compulsory sickness in- 
surance measures, which were introduced 
in the lower house of the Legislature of 
the Hawaiian Islands, died in committee. 
Public hearings on the bills were held 
by the Committee on Public Health on 
April 24 but the proponents of the meas- 
ure were unable to muster enough votes 
to put the deal over. 

The Territorial Medical and Dental 
Associations engaged in a very intensive 
public relations program which culmi- 
nated in a conference with fifty of the 
leading businessmen of the Islands. These 
men were persuaded to support the posi- 
tion of medicine and dentistry against 
the proposed legislation. 

Again the National Physicians Com- 
mittee received public acknowledgment 
from the Territorial Association for its 
effective work in combating the threat 
of political medicine. The House of Dele- 
gates of the Territorial Medical Asso- 
ciation passed a resolution which gave 
credit to the Committee for its “dissemi- 
nation of factual information on the 
values, methods and accomplishments of 
American Medicine.” 


NATIONAL HEALTH BILL 
RECEIVES ENDORSEMENT 


The Taft-Smith-Ball-Donnell national 
health bill has been given endorsement 
by the American Dental Association’s 
legislative committee. The Chairman of 
the Committee, Dr. Carl O. Flagstad of 
Minneapolis, told the Senate Committee 
on Labor and Public Welfare that the 
dental profession favors federal grants-in- 
aid to the states for operation of pro- 
grams designed to improve the dental 
health of the people. 

The bill proposes that a sum of 
$1,000,000 be allocated for a survey of 
the dental needs of the population and 
that this appropriation be increased over 
a five year period to $20,000,000. This 


would provide dental examinations fo, 
all public and non-public school childrep 
and the necessary dental care for school 
children and families unable to pay their 
own way. 

The legislative committee favored the 
establishment of a national dental re 
search institute and the coordination of 
all health activities of the federal goy. 
ernment in a department of health with 
cabinet status, but reiterated its oppo 
sition to compulsory health insurance, 


NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY 
MEDICAL CENTER 


Several new gifts expected to total 
more than $5,000,000 for the creation of 
a fund for research in the field of vene- 
real diseases, public health problems and 
medical education, have been announced 
by Northwestern University Medical 
School. The initial gift of $190,172, with 
others to follow, has been made from 
assets of the Public Health Institute of 
Chicago which ceased operations early 
this year. Both the principal and the in- 
come from the half million dollar fund 
will be employed for research, as well as 
for treatment and examination of pa- 
tients in the clinic. Equipment and other 
physical property of the institute are to 
be turned over to the University to be 
used in connection with the fund. 

Erection of a neuropsychiatric hospital 
is assured by a bequest of a million and 
a half dollars from the late Mrs. Joy 
Morton. Mercy Hospital has purchased 
land adjacent to the Northwestern cam- 
pus on which it will erect a $10,000,000 
hospital. Eventually the medical center 
will represent an investment of $100; 
000,000. 


TOPICAL FLUORIDE 
THERAPY 


“Four fluoride treatments preceded by 
dental prophylaxis are likely to give the 
maximum reduction in caries obtain 
with a 2% sodium fluoride solution and 
omission of a prophylaxis from the treat- 
ment procedure materially reduces the 
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caries inhibiting effect of topical fluor- 
ide.” 

Such were the conclusions reported by 
Knutson and Armstrong in a supplemen- 
tary report to the one issued, March 21, 
1947. During the study the researchers 
used two, four and six applications of 
the fluoride solution to determine their 
effects on dental caries. 


SCIENTIFIC AND HEALTH 
EXHIBITS FEATURE AMERICAN 
DENTAL ASSOCIATION MEETING 


When the American Dental Associa- 
tion meets in Boston in August it is ex- 
pected that the scientific and health ex- 
hibits will attract a record attendance. 
There will be nearly one hundred exhibits 
portraying major scientific advances in 
dental science. In the basic science divi- 
sion there will be displays of laboratory 
research in all the fields; biological, physi- 
cal, chemical, metallurgical and pharma- 
cological. There will be displays illustrat- 
ing the clinical application of technics 
and materials used in the cure, correc- 
tion and prevention of dental disease. 
Prizes will be awarded to outstanding ex- 
hibits prepared by organizations and in- 
dividuals. 


NEW YORK HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT CREATES 
BUREAU OF DENTISTRY 


Creation of a Bureau of Dentistry 
within the New York City Department 
of Health has been announced. Up until 
now the dental services of the Depart- 
ment have been handled through the 
Division of Dental Services which was 
part of the Bureau of Child Hygiene. 
The change raises the status of the old 
Division to that of a Bureau which will 
operate under the direct supervision of 
the Commissioner of Health. This will 
give recognition and authority in the ad- 
ministration of dental activities commen- 
surate with other Bureaus. 

The new Bureau employs one hundred 
and sixty dentists and one hundred and 
forty-one dental hygienists. The dentists 


work on a part time basis and the hy- 
gienists work in schools and health cen- 
ters. 


CHICAGO SCHOOLS 
INAUGURATE SUMMER 
HEALTH EXAMINATIONS 


As an added educational program this 
year, the Chicago schools are attempt- 
ing to motivate the eighth grade gradu- 
ates to secure medical and dental ex- 
aminations during the summer months 
before entering high school. Letters have 
been given to the graduates, who number 
over 13,000, which state that there will 
be more activities and a heavier sched- 
ule of studies when they enter high school 
and, therefore, it is advisable that they 
be in tip top physical condition to 
carry on. 

Letters have been sent to the parents 
also requesting them to cooperate by 
having their children report to their fam- 
ily physicians and dentists for a check up 
during the summer. Enclosed with the 
letter is a statement to be signed by the 
parent certifying that this has been done. 
This statement will accompany the pupil 
when he or she reports to high school 
in September.
